The case includes ques­ 
tions of jurisdiction of federal courts 
over state legislation in regard to 
railroads and_ the proper basis of ar­ 
riving at the remuneration guaran­ 
teed the railroads under the federal 
constitution. The circuit court for 
the western district of Missouri held 
the laws w*re unremunerative and en 
joined their enforcement.

Burlington & Quincy Railroad com­ 
pany. He attempted to convince the 
justices that the lower 
court 
had 
used the proper basis in arriving at 
the remuneration allowed the rail­ 
roads under the laws in question.

■property devoted to state business 
as distinguished from interstate bus­ 
iness, was in th** same ratio that 
earnings from the carriage of state 
freight and state passengers bore to 
the state. He argued that it costs 
more to carry on state than inter­ 
state business.
